Henry Word Baeoher's letter to the 


Traveller, in answer to his ^critics, is 
full of the most cutting irony, and must 
cause the theologians who hare been at- 
tacking him to realize that he has by no 
means lost his controversial powers. 
He brings ont in a most stinging' man- 
ner the discordance which exists be- 
tween the many denominations. He 
says, very meekly, that he is going to 
put together the fragments of hiraseh 
which remain, and he proceeds: "When 
I get my new personal identity togeth- 
er and in working shape, I intend to 
study theology somewhere, though in 
my present confusion I cannot yet see 
whether I shall study at Andover, at 
Cambridge, at New Haven or at Bos- 
ton." And he cogeludes, "bnt wherever 
I may go I am determined to find be- 
fore I die a theology which will pass 
muster at Bangor, Andover, Cambridge, 
New 
Haven, 
Princeton, 
Alleghany. 


Oberlin, 
Chicago and Park street. 


Then I shall willingly die." 
If Mr. 


Beecher could have a lease of life co- 
extensive with his search for this won- 
derful theology, he would be immortal; 
for no snoh quest will ever be crowned 
with success. The value of the criti- 
cisms which have been showered upon 
him of late, however, may be gathered 
from, a 
consideration of the utter 


failure of his critics to find a common 
point of agreement. Tf they disapprove 
of hi 8 views they are no less at odds 
with one another. For the moment 
they may have cnased their strife among 
themseves in order to assail whom they 
seem to rega.d as a general enemy, 
perhaps because he is too liberal and 
farsighted for any of their narrow and 
hidebound positions. But there is no 
more possibility of their ultimate union 
than there is of their harmony with Mr. 
Beecher. He has laid his finger on the 
fatal defect of their attitude, however, 
and he has given all of them a back- 
handed blow which has very nearly set- 
tled them. At all events they will find 
it very hard to resume their carping 
criticism of the Plymouth Church pas- 
tor of this letter, and the probability is 
that they will be led by it into a more 
bitter renewall of the old quarrels be- 
tween themselves. 


Tbe Amber Monopoly. 


At Konigsberg, not long since, the 


right to collect amber on the beach near 
Scharzort during a space of twelve years 
from the 1st of December next, was sold 
to the firm of Becker & Co., which has 
held the contract during the last twenty- 
four years. The price paid is 150,000 
marks a year—say $37,000. The Prus- 
sian coast of the Baltic, between Memet 
and Konigsberg, yields more amber than 
any other known locality, and it is from 
this source that the great demand for 
the material in the East is supplied. 
Originally Kouigsberg did a vast busi- 
ness in amber, having some seventy 
turners; but Dantzic is now the chief 
seat of the industry, and notably of the 
manufactures 
of 
mouth-pieces 
for 


pipes. 


In oldeu times the Grand Master of 


the Teutonic Order enjoyed a monopolj 
in the amber trade; then it passed to 
the Crown, and very stringent regula- 
tions were enacted to prevent its in- 
fringement. 
"Strand rides" patrolled 


the coast, and a range of gallows was 
kept standing on which the hapless 
peasant taken with a piece of the prec- 
ious material m his possession was 
hanged out of hand. Even now it is a 
theft foi a person to retaiu amber ha 
has picked up on the coast, and a tres- 
pass to venture there in certain districts. 
The amber, washed out of extensions «f 
coal beds beneath the sea, comes up to 
the shore in the sea-weed cast up after 
a storm. The men drag the weed on 
shore in uets, and the women and 
children pick out the amber. In Wint- 
er,

frozen ever, 


holes ore bioken m the ice, and the 
weed is hauled up with picks aud 
spears.

It is stated by persons claiming to be 


informed on the subject that two prom- 
inent lawyers in Washington are exam- 
ining precedents with a view to appeal- 
ing to the United States Supreme Court 
for an injunction restraining the Sur- 
veyor General of the Land Office from 
issuing any more land patents to the 
Northern Pacific,Texas Pacific or Atlan- 
tic Pacific Kail ways, and also directing 
that these corporations recouvey to the 
United States all lands patented for sec- 
tions constructed since the time fixed in 
the charters for the completion of the 
roads. 
If this is done all questions re- 


lating to lands granted to railways will 
be brought up for judicial action.

lllot In Vienna. 


A riotous demonstration of a serious 


character occurred in Vienna Thursday. 
Three hundred members of the Shoe- 
makers' Union, which the authorities 
dissolved a few days ago, gathered in 
High street, shouting, "We must have 
blood," "We must have a blaze." The 
police were badly used, and several were 
wounded. Troops dispersed the mob. 


Christian philanthropists who squan- 


der millions of dollars each year in a 
vain endeavor to christianize the heath- 
en in foreign lands, might serve their 
God and their country to better advan- 
tage at home. A fruitful object' for the 
consideration ;of these zealous Christians 
ii the plant«ition negroes whom the 
downfall of flavery left without homes 
or a means of support at a time of life 
when they could do little or nothing to 
help themselves. An Atlanta gentle- 
man is preparing to raise a fund for the 
establishment of a home for these aged 
relies of the past. "Kept in slavery," 
says the Atlanta Constitution, "until 
they were too old to adapt themselves 
to the new order of things—turned pen- 
niless on the world when the old limbs 
were too stiff and weak for efficient 
work, without sons able or willing to 
support them, simple-minded, affection- 
ate, sincere—there is much in their pit- 
iable condition to excite sympathy. 
They are seldom beggars, aad still less 
seldom dishonest. With their hearts 
in the old plantation days, few wants 
and simple habits, they prefer to sit in 
the sunshine and suffer in the body, 
while feeding their souls in day dreams. 
'It is the affection and sympathy that all 
people must feel for the shabby, honest, 
fast-vanishing figure of the old planta- 
tion darkey, that brings tears quite as 
often as applause from those who wit- 
ness Milt Barlow's incomparable im- 
personation of 'Old Black Joe,' and that 
has made Uncle Bemus the teuderest 
and beat-beloved of story-tellers." 


The Triennial Conclave. 


A committee of fifteen appointed at a 


meeting of the National Association of 
General Passenger and Ticket Agents, 
held at Montreal last September, to 
agree upon rates to the Triennial Con- 
clave of Knights Templar at San Fran- 
cisco, next August, met in Chicago Mon- 
day. 
After a long discussion it was 


agreed that the rate from any point east 
of the Missouri Biver to Kansas City 
or Omaha and return should be one fare 
for the round trip to Knights Templar 
and their ladies exclusively, and from 
Kansas City or Omaha to San Francisco 
and return, $75.

THE ARCTIC SCAN DAI.. 


Officers of *h« Jeanne 


—Death of DeJLonc and m« Party 
Laid at Helvlllo'B Door. 


Dr. W. F. Collins, of Minneapolis, 


Minn., brother ot the late Protestor 
Jerome J. Collins, scientist of the Jean- 
nette expedition, in :a recent interview 
made Rome startling statements relative 
to the Jeannette scandal. He says: 


We have evidence that Captain De 


Long used big ofloial position, aa com- 
mander of the expedition, to persecute, 
in every conceivable way, «ome of the 
members of 
the 
commission. 
My 


brother was placed under arrest for no 
reason whatever. 
Lieutenant Danen- 


hower admitted this to me in New York. 
Captain De Long refused to allow my 
brother at certain time* to do any kind 
of work, and purposely allowed all 
notes, photographs and record* of the 
expedition, prepared by my brother, to 
sink. We have evidence that the Cap- 
tain forced him to remain behind when 
he volunteered to go ahead with Nin- 
derman and Noros in search of relief, 
my brother being in the best condition 
of any member of the party to do so. 
There ii evidence that Bartlett, one of 
the seamen, who is now in Siberia, is in 
possession of valuable facts, but we be- 
lieve he has been kept in Siberia pur- 
posely by officers of the expedition so 
that his testimony may not get before 
the Board. We are also in possession 
of full information that on Melville find- 
ing the bodies of the De Long party he 
used the most blasphemous, scandalous 
language concerning my brother's body. 
We also have reason for believing that 
the reports mada by Melville as to the 
condition of the weather, which he al- 
leged prevented him from going to the 
relief of the De Long parly, were false, 
for the dates on which he declared the 
weather to be bad are shown to have 
been good by the records. Collins also 
asserts that jealousy existed between 
certain officers of the expedition, the 
trouble first beginning, as h« learns, 
over an order to the effect thbt all the 
men should undergo a physical exami- 
nation monthly. Neither Collins nor 
Daneuhower waa permitted te assist 
in the retreat. Dr.* Collins adds: We 
happen to know that Kusmab requested 
Melville to go to DaLong'a relief him- 
self or to send some one, and that Mel- 
ville would do neither. He first gave an 
order to Danenkpwer to ge, and then 
countermanded it. Kusmah and Sha- 
gra were fifteen days in the making of 
the round trip to Belnn, to the spot 
where Melville's party was. Two days 
each way was ample time for the jour- 
ney. During the trip these men got 
drunk, and Melville knew it. 
While 


they were gone in search of DeLoug, 
Melville and those with him made chess 
men and checker beards and amused 
themselves, leaving the work of search- 
ing for their companions) to two igno- 
rant drunken natives. We have reason- 
able ground for being certain that there 
was a considerable amount of intoxica- 
tants drank during the fifteen days they 
waited for the return of the two natives. 
We know from conversations with sur- 
viving members of the expedition that 
certain letters and papers, which we be- 
lieve were on my brothers 
person, 


never have been produced. We want to 
know what has been do DO with these 
papers. If Melville had gone with the 
natives as he ought to have done there 
is no doubt that DeLoug and his party 
would huve been saved. He 
vrould 


have seen the beacon fire which he bud 
lighted on the bluffs, as stated in De- 
Longs journal, which was found, even 
if he bad started out when Kubmah and 
Shugra were overdue. We therefore 
make the charge that had Melville done 
bis duty instead of playing chess and 
checkers, DeLoug and his party would 
not have died. Melville left them to 
die. He is responsible for their deaths. 
Collinb will print this statement in 
pamphlet form, with documentary evi- 
dence and lay it before Congress.
